1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 2-6, 19-24 and 26-29 are allowed primarily because the references of record, 
singly or in combination, cannot anticipate or render obvious the following limitations in 
combination as recited in each of independent claims 2, 19 and 29: a second metal layer on the 
insulating layer; and a field concentrator on the second metal layer (in claim 2), i.e., the second 
metal layer comprises a field concentrator (in claims 19 and 29).
